MALE INSTITUTE. 


The Isteresting His:ory of an Institution Which 
Does Mere Credit to Atlanta than Anything 
Within the City Limits—Mre. Baliara’s 
Pans and Work — Points, Etc. 


“That institution does more credit to At- 
lanta than anything within the limits of the 
city?’ said a gentleman yesterday, pointing 
to a handsome building of five stories in 
height that stands opposite the governor's 
mansien on Peachtree street. 

He was alluding to the Atlanta female in- 
stitate, under the managementof Mrs. Bal- 
lard, concerning which there is an interest 
ing history. Four-many years Mrs Ballard has 
been at the head of a school for girls in At- 
lunta. When she first started the admirable 
pubiic school system was just fairly organized, 
and the people were showing their apprecia- 
tion of it. It was held by her friends and the 
public generally that she had a hopeless task 
build up a private school 
vf = such a perfect 
system which admission was free. 
She felt, however, that she had a mis 
sion to perform in furnishing to the girls and 
voung ladies of Georgia an institute in which 
they could get certain advantages not possi 
ble at public school and for which parents 
were willing to pay. She therefvre held to 
Ler purpose and her school opened regularly 
term after term. Itsouon. began to attract at- 
tention and the excellence of scholarship, the 
perfection of discipline, accomplishments of

A lot was pur 
chased at a cost of ten thousand dollars, A 
mayiificent buildiog of tive stories in height 
was erected, the Whole ata cost of nearly fifty 
tiousund dollars This property belongs to 
Mrs. Ballard and will be devoted exclusively 
to herschool, The house, which is fitted up 
with every appliance aud situated on the 
highest point of Atlanta, just opposite the 
governor's mansion, ino a grove of noble 
trees and strrounuded with beautiful and 
ample grounds, is a most delightful place 
More than two hundred girls of different 
ayes can be accommodated at this sehool and 
there ig roum for nearly one hundred board- 
ers. The t{nterest taken in the matter, and 
letters received from all parts, justify the

Mrs. Ballard’s institute is situated 
on the highest ridgé in the city, and on its 
highest point. Itis perfectly protected by a 
grove of huge oak trees, it is built so that 
admirable ventilation is secured, and is fitted 
up with drainage and baths under the super- 
vision of the must accomplished architects.

Jim English has been Mayor of Atlanta 
through the two most prosperous years of her his- 
tory. I asked him yesterday what progress the city 
had made under his rule. 

“Remarkable,” he replied. “Ourannualincome 
is $70.000 more this year than it was when! 
wentin. My successor will have $'00.000 more per 
annum than I began with. The taxable property 
has increased nearly $3,000 000 in the two years of 
my mayorality and the population about 8,00). We 
have paid $60,000 of the debt and reduced the inter- 
est account $8,000 per annum.”’ 

‘‘What is being done with this extensive income?’ 
I asked. ' 

“Easy toshow. We spend this year $70,000 on the 
streets against $19,000 the year before I come in and 
$16,000 t. the schools against $30 000, and we have 
built two school houses and added to another 
Then we have had to pay $54,000 extra expenses in 
enlarging the water works and the small-pox cost 
us $13,000. We lost $37,000 in the Citizens’ bank 
failure. There are three items that cover $104,000 of 
unespected loss and outlay. With this we could 
have built two fine market houses and started two 
handsome parks.’’ 

‘‘We may expect these things next year, then?’ 

“Yes. Isee no reason on earth why the next 
mayor should not build two first-class market 
houses, put $30,000 to $5°,000 in parks, besides keep- 
ing up our big outlay to streets and schools. You 
see the city’s income increases rapidly, while her 
debt and consequently her interest aceount dimin- 
ishes yearly. In the next five years she can spare a 
great deal of money for improvements. It was 
uever so important that her best men be sent to the 
city council, so that the money can be intelligently 
and fairly spent.’’ 

There is pointin this suggestion. As long a: 
there hasn't been much money to spend it didn’t 
matter much who directed affairs. But now that a 
new era is openi:g for Atlanta and she is abont to 
begin her secoud growth and puton the. beautify- 
ing and city-like touches, couldn't we manage to 
improve on some of our councilmen of the past few 
years? Why shouldn't we force Sam Inman into 
the city counciland then try to maich him with 
twelve other men? Such a council, with the op- 
portunities of the next two years, would make At- 
lanta hum, and cause every tax-payer to smile as 
he paid in his taxes.

Ay years ago Judge Cincinnatus Peeples—biess his 


genial memory—found it necessary to order a tanner 
out of his law office in Hall county, The tanner 
was a poor, shiftless fellow named Wilson, and 
shortly after drifted to Atlanta, where he secured 
work at 50 cents aday. In 1863 Judge Peeples went 
to New York on important fiuancial business for toe 
state. He was directed to the great banking house 
of R. T. Wilson & Co. He sent in bits ecard, and 
afcer waiting awhiie was ushered into an elegant 
office. A tine looking wan introduced himself as 
Wiison, and remiuded the judge that he was the 
pour tanner he had ordered out of his oflive many 
yearsago. Judge Peeples, thoroughly astonished, 
never dreamed that this ex-tannmer was the head of 
the bank, but thought he was probably related to 
the proprietorand had secured aclerkships Mr. 
Wilson invited the Judge to dine with him, and at 
5 o'vlock the judge found himself in one of theffin- 
est houses on Fifth avenue. While awaiting his 
hosta superb lady entertained him, and Judge 
Peeples was overwhelined with the consciousness 


that the day laborer had really become the great 


bauker. He thea beceme uneasy for fear he should 
drop some allusion to the humble origiu of the hus. 
baud of the splendid lady to whom he was talking. 
At length she said: 

‘Judge Peeples, where do you think I spent the 
two happiest years of my life?’’

At another time I remarked to Judge Bleck- 
ley that Lhad seen people whu did not appear to 
know theirown names, hesitating when asked for 
it. The Judge replied: “That's nothing. There are 
very few men who know themselves. I have ofl 
thought how astouished I would be if I were to meet 
myself coming down the street. Of course I should 
see certain familiar details in myself, such as, per- 
haps, the color of the hair, or the nose or eyes, or 
form, but to the general appearance of myself | 
should bea perfect stranger, and would doubtless 
pass myself without bowing.’’ Dr. Miller confirmed 
thig theory from bis personal experience. When a 
green country boy at Paris, studying medicine, he 
suddenly came iu frout of a mirror that filled the 
end of astreet.

Lonpox, July 1, 1882.—DeQaincy traly 
says: ‘No man was ever left to himself for 
the first time in the streets of London, but he 
must have been saddened and mortified, per- 
haps terrified. by the sense of desertion and 
utter loneliness which belong “to His situa 
tion.”’ London is too great acity to be seen 
in a week or two weeks oreven a year. Be- 
cause there are more people in London than 
in three southern states, and because there 
are 122 square miles of solid city and many 
thousand miles of streets. Tt is idle to go into 
descriptions of the tower, that great, black, 
mouldy and ancient nonument to England's 
fanaticism, cruefty and power, er of West- 
minster Abbey, the sephulere of her buried 
greatness, or ot many ether well known places 
and objects of interest an London, for-with 
the aids of sketches in both pen and pencil, 
which may be readily secured in the libraries 
and picture galleries of our own country, a 
much more accurate and certainly more sat 
isfactory conception can he formed than 
could possibly be secured from a letter of this 
character. 
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IN THE ROYAL CASTLES. 

I doubt if any trip out of London 1s, more 
agreeable than to Windsor Castle, the queen's 
favorite residence when in England. Republi- 
_can conceptions of reyalty are rarely ace- 
quate, | imagine and naturally so, and after 
massing through the state apartments of 
‘indsor palace, St. George's chapel and the 
royal stables, I must say I was some- 
what oppressed. The fresh air 
did me good. The queen keé€ps 
about one hundred gray horses at Windsor, 
which are not thoroughbred because thor- 
oughbreds are spirited and mightrun away 
and break the roval neck. ‘The royal stables, 
‘or mews, as they are called, of the Bucking- 
ham palace, in London, are filled with bays 
Of all the queen’s residences, her favorite Is 
Balmoral (accent on the middle syllable), in 
Scetiand, and tlfe high cham berlin, whom [ 
suppose to be a-sort yi portable bundle of red 
tape, being absent at Balmoral with the court, 
1 was unable to secure passes to the royal 
private chambers at \ indsor.

A WAR STORY. 


GENERAL GORDON'’S CAPTURE OF 
FORT STEADMAN. 


One of the Boldest Piars of the War, and How [, 
Was Carried Oat; Wi'h Minor Details Never 
Before Published—A Desperate Mai—The 
Situation — Born of Despair. 


From the Detroit Free Press. 
Grant had been hammering away at Lee in 


front of Petersburg day after day and night |

Such faith and 
patriotism and obedience would have freed a 
country from a yoke of despotism, 
BORN OF DESPAIR. 

The last days of the confederacy were ap- 
proaching. Lee knew it, Davis knew it—all 
the chieftains newit. Sherman was sweeping 
through Georgia, Grant was extending his 
lines each day, and even the poorest private 
soldier must have seen the signs ef a collapse. 
When Lee looked up and down his thin lines 
he realized thata few more blows from the 
great federal~- hammer would scatter them 
Skeleton regiments numbering scarcely 200 
men were guarding lineshalf a mile long, and 
each day and each night was taking from the 
number of men and adding to the length of 
the lines. In this grimness of despair the 
confederate chieftain was nerved tostrike a 
grand and during blow in the hope that it 
might delay the inevitable. ‘This was to at- 
tack Fort Steadman, one of Grant’s strongest 
and most advance forts, 

THE SITUATION. 

Fort Steadman is to the left of and about 
half a mile from the Crater. Down the con- 
federate lines to a spot opposite Steadman 
and not over 600 feet from it,was a confederate 
salient. Thus crookedly van thé lines. 
At the Crater the federals held a lit- 
tle creek. Four hundred yards up the con- 
federates held the same stream. In_ both 
cases the piekets were so close that conversa- 
tion could be carried on in ordinary tonts. 
Beyond Fort Steadman were three other fed- 
eral forts, which commanded it and portions 
of the confederate lines as well. Grant had 
four men to Lee’sone. Grant had three can- 
nop to Lee’s one. He had ten feet of earth- 
‘works to Lee’s one, and yet Lee planned one 
of the boldest moves of the whale war. 

THE PLAN. 

The plan was to mass troops at the salient, 
dash across the open space, capture Fort Stead- 
man and the other works commanding it.

AN EX-CONFEDKRAIE CABINET MINISTER. 

I doubt if there is at the sonth one man 
familiar with his country’s history for the Jast 
thirty years, who is not proud of the career of 
Judah P. Benjamin. In inguiring for his 
ehambers, I learned from a middie temple 
barrister that Mr. Benjamin was regarded as 
to-day, the greatest lawyer at the English bar. 
He in court all day till four in the 
afternoon, then until 7:30 receives 
the solicitors in his chambers. After this he 
goes home to dine at his club inthe West 
End. His only leisure is Sunday and an oc- 
casional evening. Short of stature, thick set, 
with a strong bright eye, he is a man of sim- 
ple, natural manner, relating his adventures, 
reverses and successes with the charming 
eaSe, grace and naturalness, Mingiea With a 
subtle playfulness characteristic of 
a” good raconteur. He said, in 
talking of his adventures’ after the 
fall of Richmond, that the confederate gov- 
ernment leit Riguinend in a body. He and 
Mr. Davis were together on thetr way to the 
trans-Mississippi department, and Mr, Davis 
left the party to meet his wife, en route, and 
it was in her camp that he wascaptured. The 
federals did not know that Mr. Davis was in 
the wagon train which was transporting Mrs. 
Davis and friend. and only approached curi 
Ously to see what it meant. Mr. Benjamin 
eéntinued his journey alone, and hearing of 
the capture of Mr. Davis, gave away his sad- 
dle and bridle and securing an old tree 
threw over it a sheep skin, and tnder 
an alias, playing farmer, at length 
reached the gulf coast.

Here he took asmal 
boat, and, coasting around until arriving at a 
point near Key West, he embarked in a small 
siil-poat, open and without deck, for Nassau | 
Here the small, quaint-looking black and 
bright eves glistened as this remafkable man 
related how, when the gulf stream almost car 
ried them out into the open sea; when bat- 
tling against a head wind and out of sight of 
land (fer 100 miles was the distance), and 
“with one bushei of raw sweet potatoes to 
feed three men;” when almost without hope, 
at the last moment the wind changed, filied 
their smal! sail, carried them within sight of 
the lighthouse and enabled them to effect a 
landing just at the extreme northern peint of 
the Bahamas. He landed in England in Sep 
tember, 1865. In June, 1866, he was admitted 
to practice at the English bar; his admission 
was granted by the Benchers of Lincoln’s Inn, 
in six months instead of three years, as the 
rules generally require, on the ground 
that he was an old ,.member of the 
bar of a country governed under 
the system of the common law and 
the fact that he wasa political exile» He 
published his ‘Benjamin om Sales’ in 186s, 
having inthe intervening years supported 
himself and his family by writing leading 
articles for the newspapers. The-first year lhe 
made about 300 pounds, the next year about 
400, and in the fourth year, said he, ‘‘my in- 
come was 1,000 pounds. It rapidly increased 
after that.’ Atthe present rate of Mr. Ben- 
jamin’s income, be will in a few years, if he 
is not now, be the possessor gf vast wealth. 
‘‘My book gave me my practice, and now, 
wondertul to relate, I hare,’’ said he, ‘‘upon 
looking over my cases yesteday,\just one- 
half of the cases from the realm (i. e., the 
whole of England, Scotland and Ireland) be- 
fere the house of lords on the appeal.’’ 

Mr. Bénjamin’s daughter has married a 
French officer of the staff, and his 
wife and daughter live in Paris, 
where he goes to them and spends all his va- 
cation time, of which he has four seasons, 
hree of ten to twelve days each, and one 
called ‘‘the long,” of three months.

MAKING READY. 

On the night of March 25, portions of A 
P. Hill’s and Longstreet’s corps were silently 
assembled at the salient. Some were there 
before midnight—the remainder an hour 
later. Every man in the command knew 
what was to be undertaken, and each one 
could figure the chances for himself. The 
open ground over which they must dash could 
be swept by 30 federal cannon and 5,000 mus 
kets. In front of Steadman and its flanking 
works was ai abattis of the strongest descrip- 
tion. Fence rails were sharpened and driven 
into the earth at an angle of 45 degrees. 
Their centres rested upon a line of rails three 
feet high, and were firmly bound with tele- 
graph wire. Then the outer ends of the rails 
were sharpened, making a defense which was 
supposed to be able to withstand any attack. 

General Gordon had the command, and if 
the general plan was daring his minor plans 
might be termed reckless, Every detail was 
carefully planned, and eyery oflicer knew ex- 
actly what be was to do. One of the last 
preparations was for each confederate soldier 
to tie a piece of white cloth around his arm, 
so that he mighe be identified in the dark- 
ness, 

THE RUSH. 

About two hundred men, each armed with 
a sharp ax, were the first to leave the salient, 
and the time was half an hour before day- 
break. They rushed across the open space at 
the top of their speed, and without a svuut, 
and in five minutes had cleared a passage 
through the abattis. Not agun was fired by 
the federal picket, withdrawn behind the 
abattis for the night, until the work was near- 
ly completed. Had these axmen made the 
rush by daylight not one of them would have 
lived three minutes, 

WITH EMPTY MUSKETS. 

The first troops to follow the axmen were 
three companies with unloaded muskets and 
fixed bayonets. Gordon feared that if the 
muskets were loaded the men would stop to 
fire instead of carrying out orders to push on. 
In column of assault they dashed across the 
open space and straight into the fort, using 
tne bayonet right and left, and capturing the 
fort im five minutes. Not more than a score 
of muskets had been fired, and most of the 
men inthe fort were sound asleep. Thus 
suddenly surprised, they. could offer but fee- 
ble resistance.

Lonpvon, July 15.—An Alexandria dispatch 
to the Times says that 1,500 Christian refugees 
were saved in the Copfie churches during the 
massacre. The fires in town were undoubted- 
ly directly instigated by the principal sup- 
porters of Arabi Bey, if not by himself. Af- 
ter the shooting commenced, the soldiers at- 
tacked the original plunderers, and robbed 
them of their prey. Arabi Pasha during the 
engagement was at Fort Napoleon, which 
neitner fired nor received a 
shot. After the firing had ceased he rode 
-through the town, accompanied by Mahmud 
Lami and other ministers. Subsequently a 
at of soldiers deliberate'y set fire to the 
‘rench consulate. Another party proceeded 
In.the same systematic tanner to set fre to 
the other side of the greatsquare. The whole 
district is so ruined that even the street open- 
ings are indistinguishable. The English con- 
sulate and quarter, containing the great grain 
and cotton stores, escaped the conflagration. 
Tiere is no telegraphic communication 
with any place in the interior. Arabi Pasha 
appropriated 25,000 pounds from the custom 
house before leaving. According to accounts 
of persons who remained in the city, bands 
of murderers during and atter the bombard- 
ment forced their way into almost every 
house, plunde*ing, and the burning began on 
the 12th. Scarcely any European dwelt ing 
was spared. It appears tha large stores ot 
“se sag were sent to Alexandria the week 
vefore the bombardment specially tu set fire 
to the town. The incendiaries state that they

Lonvoy, July 15.—The News correspondent 
at Alexandria telegraphs that the Khedi«e’s 
coolness and’courage never left him during 
the crisis. The sailors have arrested the fur- 
ther progress of the flames at the harem pal- 
ace- The diplomatists are trying to estab- 
lish with thé khedive the semblance of a 
ministry. The people cannot understand 
why the Americans, who can only master a 
hundtul of marines, are invited to land 
men. An officer on shore has sent word 
to the slips that a hundred 
refugees on Marino are clamoring 
for food. Biscuit is being sent them. Daily 
Telegraph has the following: 

ALEXANDRIA, Juiv 14,7 p. m.—All the 
Arabs are carrying white handkKerchiefg on: 
sticks, and showing great anxiety to be 
thought friendly.

Reuter’s telegram com- 
pany has received the following 
dispatch from Alexandria; The — sailors 
now occupy ail the gates. They have been 
ordered todisarm ali soldiers and to shoot 
looters. The populace are being encouraged 
to return to their bomes. The Penelope has 
sailed for Ismaila. A correspondent vi the 
Times telegraphs from Alexandria at noon: 
I went ashore to-day. All evidences prove the 
truth of the report that the kgyptian gunners 
were directed by French and italian artillerists. 
The Times’ correspondent on the Condor, off 
Alexandria, says that women were seen firing 
houses with petroleum. Admiral Seymour 
telegraphed, at 11 o'clock last night, that 
the tire in Alexandria is not spreading, and 
nearly all the looting hadstopped. A furce of 
Germans have landed to protect the hospital, 
and a party of Americans to establish the con 
sulate. The ironclad Minotour has arrived. 
A dispatch to the Manchester Guardian from 
Alexandria says the bombarding of Tuesday 
almost exterminated the Egyptian corps ol 
artillerymen, which was the best branch of 
the army.

BRIGHT’S t: EsSsIGNATION. 


The Queen Netified—The Reasons for His Action 
Briefly Told. 

LONDON, ae 4 15.—Bright’s resignation was 
communicated to the queen to-day. He has 
been absent from the house during all the 
discussion ou the Egyptian crisis. His resig- 
nation was generally expected, en account of 
the language he has uniformly held on the sub- 
ject of war and armed intervention of affuirs 
in other countries. The Daily News states 
that the resignation of Bright was owing to 
his dissent from the government's Egyptian 
policy. ‘By resigning Mr. Bright has been 
true to the convictions of his whole life. He 
now finds the government committed toa 
course of action he is unable to approve.” 
The Times, in a leading article this 
morning says: Whatever conclusions Mr. 
Bright may form in regard to his duty in this 
reat crisis, he will be treated with respect, 
ut we hope no divergence of opinion will 
definitely sunder him from men with whom 
he has so long been associated. In the house 
cf commons to-day Sir Charles Dilke, under 
foreign secretary, reada telegram stating thai 
the American nfariaes were assisting In pa- 
trolling the streets of Alexandria.

EMINENT COMMANDERS. 


Sketches of the Men who Will Command the British 
Troops in Egy pt. 

Sir Garnet Wolseley, who leads the British 
military expedition in Egypt, has, in a mi i- 
tarv career of thirty years, established his rep- 
utation as ene of the ablest and most success- 
ful generals of the present day. Entering the 
service as ensign in March, 1852, be rapidly 
rose to the rank of colonel. He served in the 


Burmese war of 1852-53, for which he received 
amedal. Afterwards he achieved distinction | 
in the Crimea. At the siege of Sebastopol he | 
was severely wounded, and received the | 
French legion of honor and the fifth 
class of the Turkish badge of the Med- 
jidie. At the siege of Lucknow he was | 
made brevet lieutenant colonel and in 1560 
received a medal and two clasps for his servi- 
ces inthe Chinese campaign. He commanded 
the expedition to the Red river, Canada, in 
1867, going as quartermaster-general. In Au- 
gust, 1373, Wolseley was appointed to com- 
mand the British troops on the Gold coast 
during the Ashantee war, with the local rank 
of major-general, and there signally defeated 
the enemy. On his return to England, Sir 
Garnet Wolseley received the thanks of par- 
liament and a grant of £25,000. He was also 
created K.C. B. Atthe commencement of 1875 
Sir Garnet Wolseley was dispatched to Natal 
to administer the government of that col- 
ony. After remaining in command of the 
auxiliary forces until November, 1876, he was 
appointed administrator of the island of 
Cyprus under the style of her majesty’s bigh 
commissioner and commander-in-chief. 
When Lord Chelmsford was beaten by Cete- 
wayo in Zululand, the English government 
sent SirGarnet t@ that part of the world to 
take command of Phe expeditionary forces, 
but

In 1871 he 
was major of the Nintieth regiment, and in 
1878 lieutenant colonel. He was promoted to 
the rank of major general for his services 
during the Zulu war and was also knighted.

No Loas of Life. Reported Among the American Kes- 
identa. 

Wasnincton, July 15.—Secretary Freling- 
huysen says, in answer to inquiries as to the 
safety of our officials and countrymen at 
Alexandria, we have no consul in that city, 
but that the vice-consul isa resident Of post- 
tion, arich Israelite, and one of the members 
of the court at Alexandria. Judgé Bachelor 
isin this country on leave, and he under 
stands that the other two American judges 
have gone into the country abouta month ago. 
One vessel trom the Mediterranean squadron 
was sent to Alexandria for the protection of 
American residents, and as the danger in- 
creased two otber ships were sent thither from 
the same squadron. ~ About ten days ago in- 
quiry having oeen made by the American 
board of foreign missions, Secretary Freling- 
huysen telegraphed to the vice consul asking 
as to the safety of foreign missionaries.

A SUPERB GIFT. 


SENATOR BROWN'’S DONATION TO 
THE STATE UNIVERSITY. 


In the Nemes of His Deceased Son Senator Brown 
Makes a Donation to the State University of 
$50.000,to Be Applied to the Tuition of 
Poor Yousg Men— Terms of the Gift. 


Special] Dispatch to The Constitution. 

Arnens, July 15.—Mr. Coarles MeDonaild 
Brown, son of Senator brown, a most prom- 
young man died nearly a year ago. 
Senator Brown made a donation to the 
university of $50,000, to be known as the 
Charles McDonald Brown scholarship fund, 
being money that his said son would have in- 
herited from his father’s estate if he had 
lived. The donation is on condition that the 
legislature, at its next session, pass an act 
agreeing to receive the $50,000 cash into 
the treasury of the state for the 
use of the state; gnd issuing to the university 
a bond for $50,000, payable fifty years after 
date with interest at7 per cent, payable semi- 
annually. This would yield an income of 
$3,500 perannum, $2,500 of this sumfis to be 
loaned to poor but promising young men; 
not able to educate themselves; who pursue 
their studies in any of the branches of the 
university of Attens, or in the medical de- 
partwentof the university at Augusta. Not 
more than $200 per anuum is to be loaned 
tu any student. -AS the university charges 
no tuition, with proper economy this will 
supply what is needed by each. The re- 
cipients are to be selected under such rules 
as the board of trustees of the university 
shall from time to time establish. The se- 
lections are to be made as impartially as pos- 
sible from different portions of the state so 
that each section will be represented. 

HoW THE MONEY IS TO BE PAID BACK 

Each student, as svun as he lias made the 
mouey, in addition to an economical living, 
after the completion of his course of study, 
is to pay back to the university the amount, 
With 4 per cent interest. These pay nents, as 
they are made from time to time, are to be 
added to the principal of $50,000, which in a 
few years will cause an accumulation that 
will in the end make the principal sum a very 
large one. The interest only is to be 
used as the sum ,accumulates, One 
thousand dollars per annum of the interest 
on the principal sum donated is to be loaned 
to students of the North Georgia agricultural 
college at Dahlonega upon the same _ tertus as 
are prescrived in the case of students at 
Athens. The cost of living being cheaper at 
Dahlonega only one hundred and fifty duilars 
are to be loaned to any student. The money 
is to be advanced to them monthly as they 
need it; the interest commencing in such 
case at the end or the year. 

REMEMBERING EARLY FRIENDS. 

The students getting the benetits at Dahlon- 
ega are to be selected under regulations made 
by the board of trustees from the mountain 
counties of northeast Georgia and the coun- 
ties of Pickens, Oconee and Anderson, 8. C., 
embracing the counties of Senator Brown's 
birth and boyhood, and the county of Ander- 
son, Where the first money was loaned him 
to aid in his eduction. coun- 


has 


The mountain 
ties have the same rights as any other section 
ot Georgia to participate in the fund at 
Athens, and the ore thousand dollars a year 
at Dahlonega is in addition to that. 

The money paid back by the students at 
Dahlonega trom year to year is to be added 
to the principai, thus still more accumulating 
the principal for that point. In the case of 
young men studying for the ministry, in any 
ot the churches, only one-half the amount is 
to be paid back, with interest at 4 per cent, 

RIGHTS KESERVED TO THE FAMILY, 

Senator Brown reserves to lis four sons, 
Julius L. Brown, Joseph M. Brown, Elijah 
A. Brown, and George M. Brown, each, the 
right to select one student to be the recipient 
of loans under the act with a selection of a 
successor of such students; so that each dur 
ing his life time may keep one student con- 
stantly in college. In case of a relation as 
near as the fourth degree, the son may in his 
disctetion relieve the student selected by him 
from repayment of the fund. The senator 
reserves to his four sons and the survivors of 
them the right of visitation to see that the 
trust is properly administered, and in the 
event of a substantial violation of it the 
right to bring suit to recover back all 
money; but this is not to be done on account 
of any technical or immaterial violation; and 
the survivor of his foursons has, if he chouses, 
the power to appuint a visitor by his will to 
look still further after the proper administra- 
tion of the trust. . 

THE TRUST ACCEPTED. 

The board of trustees unanimously accepted 
the trust, upon the terms mentioned, and 
Senator Brown gave his obligation to pay the 
$50,000 in cash into the treasury of the state 
as svon as the legislature, at its next session, 
passes the act to accept the fund for the bene- 
tit of the university, and give the obligation 
of the state for its payment at the end of fifty 
years with seven per cent interest. 
This is the same provision with the act 
of the last legislature applies to the 
maturing bonds of the state belonging 
to the university, in such case the 
governor is required to give the university in 
lien of the matured bond a fifty year’s seven 
percent bond of the state. Scnator Brown 
was ready to give his check for the fifty 
thousand dollars at present if there had 
been a law of the state authorizing the 
amount to be received at the treasury of 
the state on the same terms that the matur 
ing bonds of the present endowment of the 
State are to be received, but as there is no 
such act he makes the donation conditional 
onthe passage of an acgby the next leyislature 
to place the fund he donates uj on the same 
footing of security with the funds now be- 
longing to the university. It is not doubted 
that the legislature will do this promptly. 
This is the largest donation ever made to the 
university byany one. As some young men 
will only need partial aid, it is supposed the 
annual income will keep about 50 young men 
at college not nowable to edntcate themselves, 
and as tne fund accumulates by repament by 
students who have had a loan, it will in 
future maintain a much larger number.

The Salaries of the House und Senate Employes—The 
Hennepin Scheme Negatived.

After sume little discussion, a 
separate vote was taken on this 
amendment, and it was non-concurred in. 
The Hennepin canal amendment gave rise to 
a discussion, in the course of which Mr. 
Hutchins, of New York, expressed the hope 
that the house would give such an emphatic 
no to the scheme that 1t would never show its 
head again. The amendment was advocated 
by Messrs. Henderson and Springer.

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THE GEORGIA CANVASS | 


A SUBJECT OF SPECULATION IN 
THE FEDERAL CAPITAL, 


What is Said by National Statesmen About the Two. 
Thirds Rule—Opinions Generally Against It. 
The Siow Struggie in the House Over 
the Sundry Appropriation Bill. 


Special Correspondence of The Constitution. 

Wasurncton, July 13.—Georgia is a good 
sized state—a ‘‘pretty tolble’’ big state as its 
own honest ‘‘crackers’’ say. One hears of it 
more in the north than of any other com- 
monwealth in the south. I give you my 
word the big oat crop in Georgia was a com- 
mon theme of conversation in Wasington. 
Its politics are much more discussed how- 
ever. Regarded as the most hopelessly dem- 
ocratic of all the .states the only republican 
chance lies in the chance of discord always 
a too intense unanimnity. The 
state canvass has been talked of 
it bore a nation- 
ai imporiance. No business’ in_ the 
house created such «2 stir a few days 
agoas the crowding around of friends to 
congratulate Mr. Stephens on the good news 
from the Georgia primaries, It was talked 
all over the house this morning that he had 
gone down to Georgia and would return ina 
week with the democratic banner in his thin, 
steel-nerved bund. The discussion in the 
state papers of the proper rule for the conven- 
tion to adopt has caused sume comment ip 
Washington. 

THE TWO-THIRDS RULE. 

In the north the democrats never think of 
the two-thirds rule in theirstate conventions. 
impressions gain the strength of convictions 
very strangely. Nothing is commoner than 
to read in the placid resolutions of a connty 
convention or in the rosy rhetoric of arus- 
tic journal of the ‘‘tizne honored” democratic 
two-thirds rule. This epithet applied to state 
conventions is ridiculous, It never Was a 
common usage in the states, 

[I have teken the pains to inquire amonz 
congressmen or representative journalists in 
thirty-four states and find to my surprise 
that the two-thirds rule is never used in state 
conventions north, and thatin the south only 
four states consistently adhere to it. These 
are Alabama, Florida, Tennessee and Texas. 
The feeling against it in each of these states is 
growing constantly stronger—so strong now in 
Taxas that its early abolition is expected. 

ORIGIN OF THE RULE. 

A wise old democrat toid me the other day 
that the very reasons that produced the two- 
thirds rule rendered it unfit for application to 
state polities. It came into being in the first 
national democratic convention. It wasa 
question how the states should be represented 
in that convention. One proposition was to 
base representation simply on the nuimber 
of members in the lower house of con- 
gress, but it was finally agreed to give 
votes for the senators also in recognition. of 
the sovereignty of the states, every one of 
which stood equal in the senate. And out of 
the same theury of protecting the states 
sprang the two-thirds rule. Under former 
custom the nominee for president had been 
put out by the voice ot the states 
in the new method the 
states must still be protected 
This could not be done by a majority rule, for 
a combination of several large states might 
then defeat the chvuice of a majority of states 
but a minority of delegates. It was to meet 
this contingency, my old and learned. friend 
told me, that the two-thirds rule was adopted. 
A candidate who could get two-thirds of the 
votes in a national convention would almost 
necessarily represent a choice of the majority 
ef the states. 

PECULIAR 

Thus peculiar reasons, arising out of the 
complex structure of our government, brought 
to pass the two-thirds rule. How it ever 
worked into state politics or whatrule in 
conimon sense or policy ever existed for put- 
ting itthere my venerabie instructor was un- 
able to tell me, but he concluded his remarks 
by saying: ‘It will ruin any party that holds 
to it.”’ Evidently it is falling into disuse and 
the four states which still retain it will soon 
pack it away amid the rubbish of the past 
without serious regret. 

GEORGIA. 

I have not included Georgia in my list of 
states clinging to this strange rule because I 
happen to know through THE ConstTituTION 
Georgia has only once since the war adopted 
the two-thirds rule in a democratic conven- 
tion, and that convention broke up withouta 
nomination. Viewed in any aspect the argu- 
ment if aguinst the rule of LWo- 
thirds. Its last ground of defense 
is that it insures a larger share of support 
for the party than the majority rule. If that 
be the object, and that the sole argument, why 
not push it to three-fourths, or four-tifths, or 
even a unanimous choice. Somehow the peo- 
ple have an idea that this is a government of 
majorities, and such games as the two-thirds 
rule can’t last verv long. 

CONGRESS

An Interview with a Leading Truck Farmer—His 
Views on the Profits, Pleasures and Opportuni-} 
tics of Truck Farming-—Uacle Lowery’s 
Death—Brooks Station Ripples. 


>pecial Correspondence ot The Constitution. 
Vatposta, July 11.—Believing that the 
readers of THE ConstituTION would be inter- 
ested in a short resume of the truck and veg- 
table business of this section, your correspond- 
ent called on Mr. George R. McRee, one of 
our largest and most successful truck farmers, 
and gleaned from him some very interesting 
facts concerning this new aad growing indus- 
try. Mr. McRee lives about four miles from 
Valdosta, on the line of the Savannah, Florida 
and Western failroad, and has one of the 
finest and most valuable plantations in south 
Georgia. I found him sitting on his long front 
piazza, enjoying a stiff breeze from the gulf. 


After exchanging a few remarks on current 


topics, in the course of which he expressed the 


hope that Georgia’s most illustrious states- 
man, the sage of Liberty Hall, wouid be our 
next governor, I said: 

“Mr. McRee, Tue ConstitvutTion would like 
to have your views on truck farming—its 
present and future prospects.”’ 

‘*Well,”’ said he ‘‘the greatest industry that 

has ever struck south Georgia is the planting 

ot fruit anu vegetables for market. ‘This por- 
tion of the state is peculiarly adapted to this 
business. The only thing that surprises me 
is why the people here have been so siow in 
taking advantage of the inducemects in this 
line. Oldideas and old habits are hard to 
give up. But the manifest success of a few 
in the truck business has demonstrated its 
practicability and opened the eyes of a great 
-many. Our young men have no better tield 
opened tothem. With the professions crowded 
and the mercantile business offering so few 
inducements, let them enlist their energies in 
an undertaking which will prove both pleasant 
and Ricrative.”’ 
:00 ACRES IN MELONS, 

‘‘How many acres have you ‘n melons, and 
what will be the yield?’ 

“T planted this year 100 acres. 
yield is one car load .o every two acres. We 
often make more than this; this season I will 
get sixty car loads. It costs about ten dollars 
per acre to make melons; you might say 
ewelve dollars as the average expense. I can 
safely estimate my net profits at $150 per car 
load,”’ 

“Tell me something about your cabbages 
and cucumbers.”’ 

“TI have this season 24 acres in cabbages, 
3% in cucumbers and 5 in Irish potatwes. 
The cost of getting the first named to market is 
$100, which yield me from $400 to $500 nei, per 
acre. The expense of making cucumbers is 
$60 per acre, while the profits are $300. I gen- 
eraily net from $150 to $200 on Irish potatves. 
You, see, therefore, that cotton can’t standa 
comparison with truck farming. The averege 
yield of cotton is one bale to every twoacres; 
345 per bale is a good price—this includes the 
expenses. Just here jet me say what may 
surprise you. After my melon crop 
is over’ I can raise on, the same 
land enough hay to equal in value 
the amount uf cotton that can be produced 
on it, thus making two crops instead of one. 
To be a successful gardener one must have 
experience—it cannot be learned in a day. 
You must first learn how to make vegetables, 
then how and when to ship. The first thing 
I planted for market in the way of vegetadles 
was cucumbers. I then shipped good, bad 
end indifferent all together. The result was 
I lost money; I nowship only the very best. 
The same is the case with metons. 
many people send their melons to market 
green—this is a mistake. Il never pick mine 
until they are perfectly ripe. The result is‘ 
my melons often bring me more than the 
market quotations. Girezt discretion should 
be used in assorting everything you ship. 
few bad cucumbers in a crate will ruin the 
sale of the whole.”’ 

TRANSPORTATION. 

“Have you guouu Uaiispuriation ?”’ 

‘This is better than it has been, but there 
is still room for improvement. The Savan- 
nah, Florida and Western road has done very 
little for us. Indeed, it has done nothing at 
allso faras I know. The rates on this road 
are twenty per cent higher than those as fixed 
by the commission. We want this changed. 
The truck farms of this section favor the rail- 
road commission—it has been their salvation 
against the oppression of overbearing corpo- 
rations. Anotber thing we desire is quicker 
transit from here to Savannah. With 
this granted us and the reduction of the rates 
alluded to, we will be satisfied.” 

What farmer in Georgia or Florida can 
make a better showing than this? Let us re- 
capitulate and see what Mr. McRee makes 
annually on his truck farm. To begin, he 
has 100 acres in melons, from which he gets 
sixty cur loads. Mach car load nets him 
$150; total $9,000. Twoanda half acres in 
cabbage which net $400 per acre, equal to 
61.000. He had 3% acres in cucumbers, net 
protits $1,050. Five acres in Irish potatoes re- 

Miurn him $750. Total in round numbers 
giade on truck for one year $12,000. ‘These 
figures are not exaggerated, but if anything

THE GEORGIA RAILROAD VS. THE 
RAILROAD COMMISSION. 


Judge Simmone’s Decision on the Bill for Injunction 
in Fulten Superior Court in the Case of the 
Georgia Raiiroad and Banking Company 
ve. James M. Smith, et al. 


The Georgia Railroad and Banking Company and 


» W. M. Wadley vs. James M. Smith et al.—Bill for 


injunction in Fulton Superior C purt. 

It appears from the record that this bill was pre- 
sented to Judge Hillyer, «f the Atlanta Circuit, 
who declined to hear it because he was disquali- 
fied on account of interest in the subject matter of 
the suit. It was then presented to Judge Lawson, 
of the Ocmulgee Circuit, who granted a temporary 
restraining order, and set tne case fora hearing on 
the 10th of April. It seems to have been continued 
by consent of counsel until the 25th day of May, 
when Judge Lawsan determined that he was also 
disq ualifigd. 

The bill was then presented to me on that day, 
aud by agreemeat of counsel for both parties, I 
heard the case on that day and the next. 

The regularterm of Bibb superior court was in 
session atthe time of the hearing, and continued 
in session tothe first of July. On account of the 
continuous duties devolving upon me, as judge of 
this circuit, I regret that I have not had more time 
to devote to so grave and important a case as the one 
under consideration. The bill seeks to enjoin the 
railroad commissioners of the state from enforcing 
circulars Nos. 20 and 21 issued by them, upon foar 
grounds, 

PLEA FOR INJUNCTION. 

1 Because the charter of the Georgia Railroad 
and Banking company is a contract between the 
state of Georgia and by said contract the company 
has the right tocharge any rates of freight not ex- 
ceeding those limited in the charter—aud that circu- 
lars Nos. 20and 21 forbid the coinpany from charging 
Lhe rates allowed by the charter, and that therefore 
the actsof the cormissioners impair and destroy 
the contract between the state and the coimpany, 
andare Void under the constitution of the United 
Slates. 

2. The act creating the railroad commission is null 
and void, because it isin conflict with the constitu- 
tion of Georgia, which forbids the imposing of ex- 
cessive fines. 

5. Said act is unconstitutional and void, because 
itisthe duty of the legislature, under the consti- 
tution, tou regulate freights. and thisis an attempt 
of the legislature to delegate its power to @ com- 
mission. 

4 Because the rates prescribed by the commis- 
sion in circulars 20,nd2l are not just and reason- 
able, but unjust and unreasonable. 

The res;ondents demur to the bill, and for cause 
of demurrer say, that there is no equity in the bill, 
and that complainants have a comptete and ade- 
quate remedy at law. 

Respondents also plead,and for plea say that 
complainants, the Georgia railroad company and 
W. M. Wadley, have not sufficientinterest in the 
subject matter of the suit to authorize them to 
Maintain a bill of this character. ‘They say that 
the railroad company has leased the railroad and 
all its franchises to Mr. Wadley. and that Mr. Wad- 
ley has leased, or transferred his interest to the 
Central railroad and to the Louisville and Nashville 
railroad. 

Respondents also answer the bill and deny that 
the raiiroad company have any such contract with 
the state asclaimed by them in their bill.. They 
insistin their answer that the rates prescribed by 
them in the circulars comp.ained of, are just and 
reasonabie, and that the act creating the commis 
sion is a valid and constitutiona! law. This is the 
substance of Uie pleadings of the parties 

The first question that claims my attention is the 
demurrer of the respondents, 

HAS EQUILY JURISDICTION, 

Has equity jurisdiction in a case like this? Iam 
inclined to answer thatit has. Here is a railroad 
company, who alleges that they have a charter 
granted them by the state: that in said chartera 
right is given them by contract to regulate the 
charges fur freight and passenger tarilfs on their 
railroad 

They allege, a}so, that the state, by another act of 
its legislature, has deprived them of the benefits of 
their contract previously made. They say that the 
state not only does that, butin the latter act it pro- 
vides for large and excessive fines and penalties 
agaiust themif they should insist on theie sights 
uuder their charter, and thus violate the last act, or 
refuse to submit to the rates prescribed by the com- 
mission. The actdeclares that the commission, the 
officers of the state, sball iustitute suits for a viola- 
tion of their rules, -and that in case of conviction 
the fines shall be from one to five 
thousand dollars, Italso allows every person who 
ships freight over the line of the railroad to bring 
suit in case he is charged more than the rates pre- 
scribed, and he will be authorized to reeover dam- 
n2ers 
Phe complainant, in good faith, relying upon 
its allezed contract, but uncertain as to the judg- 
meutof the courts, upon the construction of is 
charter; alleging that it bas obeyed the rules of 
the commission until the rates prescribed by them 
have been reduced so low that they cannot run 
their road ata profit; alleging that their very ex- 
isteuce asa corporation is threatened by the aetion 
of the commission; that their franchise will be 
rendered useless; k owing that if they refuse to 
submit to the rates prescribed that they will be 
sued, audif they should be wroug in the construc- 
tion of their charter, and the courts should 
so determine, that the fines inflicted for every 
violation of said rules, wouid be more than they 
can payand exist; believing that every person who 
ships freight or travels over their road will iostitute 
suits, as well as the railroad commission, with no 
right or power on their part to institute a suit at 
law to test their rights, with no adversary that they 
could hold liable for damages in case they Sustained 
any by the action ef the officers of the state, they 
ask the courts of the other contracting party to con- 
strue this law, and to tell them the meaning of it, 
before they run this great risk. I do vot think that 
a Courtof equity should ecluse its doors to such a 
complainant, Espeeicily is this true between the 
State and oue of its own citizens—its own creatures. 
it is true that, as between individuals, when there 
1s a complete aud adequate remedy atl law, 
equity will not take jurisdiction. 
But is that true in this case ? 
What remedy has this eomplaiuant if he is forbid- 
den the court of equity? He cannot institute a 
suitat law. Musthego forward and violate the 
law in order that he may be sued and then defena? 
Or must he submit to what he belicves to be w great 
wrong for fear of the fines to be inflicted in case he 
is not sustained by the couris” 

THE STATE'S INTEREST. 
What mattersittothe state which one of her 
eourts construes her laws? Here her good faith is 
attacked; her policy is questioned; her courts are 
appealed to. She cannot be hurtin either ceurt. 
Jf her suiter is denied this remedy, if she refuses 
by her own courts to eonstrue this law, her own 
Jaw, one of her citizens may be ruined. What mat 
ters it to her whether the person she hasgppointed 
to construe her laws be addressed as chaucellor or 
as Judge? Heis the same person and holds both 
courts. ° 
Equity. will always interfere to prevent a mul 
tiplicity of suits. It willsearcely ve denied Wat, 
if complainants are denied this jurisdiction 
that they will either have to obey the rul of 
the commission, or that numberless suits will be 
brought against them. [If they are right in the 
construction of their charter of course they will 
prevail, but atthe end of numberless suits in ev- 
ery county along their line. If they are wrong the 
consequences would be fearful. 
Besides alj this equity «will interf re to protect a 
franchise. The state has granted these complain- 
antsa franchise to run its road from Augusta to 
Atlanta. They allege that by the action of the 
commission ‘their franchise is being destroyed 
That a part of this franchise is their right to charge | 
rates subject to the limitation of 
their charter. That the s rates of 
commisison are so low that they cannot run their 
road and make a profit. 
Whether these charges are true or not I cannot 
say, butin considering this demurrer | must take 
them as true, because the demurrer admits them to 
be frue, If they aretrue, then the complainants 
should be heard 
I cite the following authorities td sustain this 
conclusion: Code 4178, 3081, as to the right to sue 
in equity. As to multiplicity of suits, Code 22:3; 
High on injunctions—section 12: Adams equity 407. 
As to protection of franchises, High on injunctions 
—section 570; Ibid 601; Osbern vs U 5 Bank, 9; 
Wheaton 740. This ease will aiso dispose of the 
position Of one of respondents coun-el that a pub- 
lic officer of a state cannot be enjoi ed. 
The plea of the responderts will be next consid 
ered. Thatis that the Georgia railroad c ‘mpany } 
and Mr, Wadley have not sulflicient interest in the 
subject matter of this suit to entitle them to main- 
tain it 
it appears from the bill of complainants and the 
exhibits that the Georgia railroad company, on the 
7th day of May, 1881, leasea their railroad from 
Augusta to Atlanta, with allits brancnes and with 
all its privileges, both general and exclusive, to 
William M. Wadley for the sum of 3500,00u per an- 
num, 
It further appears from said lease that the lessee 
agreed to deposit one million dollars of bonds, asa 
security for the faithful performance of bis part of 
the coniract, and to indemnify the company against 
all damages which they might sustain by tbe ran 
ning of the road by the lessee. These bonds were 
to remain on deposit as long as the lease existed. 
It furtber appearsfrom the cross-bill of respond- 
ents and the affidavitof Mr. Wadley read before me 
that, after the lease was consummated he turned 
over the leased property to the Central Railroad and 
Ranking company and to the Louisville and Nash- 
ville Railroad company, upon theixpayment to hin. 
of $12,500 each, om that the Georgia railroad is now 
being run under the management of the Central 
and Louisville and Nashviile Railroad companies; 
and thatasan individual Mr. Wadley has no interest 
in the runuing of said road, neither in the profits

The reasou for this rule is that the legislature has 
granted tothis company a franchise to run its road 
through the country over any person's land, witb or 
Without his consent; aod grave and responsible 
duties and obligations devolve upon the company 
thataccepts the franchise. These obligations and 
duties they Cannot absolve themselves from without 
the Consent of the legislature. 1) How., 49 

If, pen the other hand, they, the railroad com-

How then could it be held liable for 
acts, which it never did, or authorized any one 
else to do? 

How could it be made liable for a violation of the 
rules of the commission when it had never violated 
them, or authurized any one else to do so? As far 
as we know it may be willing, even anxious, to 
udopt the rates prescribed, but it has no voice—it 
hasno power. Its corporate name, and its bank 1s 
ali that is leftof this once rich.and powerful cor- 
poration. it has leased everything it possessed for 
ninety-nine years. That is, in effect, a sale. As 
far as this and the two succeeding generations are 
concerned, itisa sale, Some recent authorities de- 
clare such a lease a virtual sale. iam of the 
opinion, therefore, that the Georgia railroad com: 
pany has not #suflicient interest, either present or 
in remainder, in the subjeet matter of this suit, to 
maintain thi: bill.

That is really the legal effect of the contract, 
Which be suvs he made with she two companiey. 
He, as an individual, exe cises no control or own 
ership over tue leased toad. tie reveives none of 
the profits, nor bears none Of he losses. The seeu- 
rity of a million dollars of bonds does not belong 
toh om, butts the joint property of the sub-lessees. 
If the road makes profits he is not entitled to share 
them. i/f it SUstaius luosxs he does not bear any 
part of them; certainly none until the one million 
of bonds is exhausted, and that amount seems to | 
have been considered by all parties # sufficient se- 
curity or indemni y. 

What interes’, then, has he in the subject matter 
of this suit, or tue result of this litigation? 

I.mcompelled to answer thathe bas nene. He 
nas Sold the interest which he acquired under the 
lease, and according to his affidavit, the Central 
railroad and the Lonisville and Nashville railroad 
are the only varties whe have a sufficient interest 
in the matter to filea bill of this character. 

The validity of their Cuntract Wich Mr. Wadley is 
not before me, and | will not pass uponitnew. It 
may have been, and doubtless was, a good arrange- 
meut for tbe two roads, It might turn out upon an 
investigation of the eharters of the Georgia railroad 
and Central railroad that the Central hadthe right 
to lease, not only from Mr. Wadley, but from the 
Georgia railroad. Upen this l express no‘opinion 
now. . 
it may be asked that, in case the rules of the com- 
mission were violated, whom could they sue, under 
the act of 1879? My reply is thatthe XI[th seetiou 
Of that act points out the proper parties. Whoever 
owns or operates a rajlroad, whether they bea cor 
poration, a person, firm, or association of firms, 
they are the persous Who are liable under that act 
It they are operating the road, and Violate the rules 
of the commission, they are liable.

On aceount 
of the earnestness and sincerity manifested by 
couuse) in their argument upon this point, 1 bave

cents per mile for every passenger: Provided al- 
ways, thatthe said company may, when they see 
fit, rent or farm out all or any part of their said 
exclnsive right of transeortation or con- 
veyance of persons on, the railread or railmads 
with the privilege toany individual, or individuals, 
or other compauy, and for such term as may be 
agreed upon, subject to the rates above men- 
tioned.’’

It was insisted by counsel for complainants that 
the proviso was @ vontract made between them and 
the state, whereby the sta‘e agreed with them that 
it would never seek to regulate tnoeir freights and 
tariffs so long as they did not exceed the masimum 
mentioned in the proviso They insist that they 
have the right uader their contract with the state 
to regulate their own charges. free from the iuter- 
vention or control of the state. so loug as they do 
Lot exceed the limits fixed in their contract. ‘i bey 
say, also, that the rates prescribed by the commis- 
sion isin vivlation of that contract, and is void un 
dr the constitution of the United States. The 
eounsel for respondents insist that that is not the 
proper construction of the proviso; thatit isnotsuch 
a coutract as Claimed by complainants.

in order to determine the true meaning of this 
section, we must endeavor to ascertain the intention 
of the legisiature which granted the charter. To 
do that we must go hack to the year 143: when this 
eharter was granted, and ascertain, if we can, the 
ideas entertained by the people of that day aa to 
what a railroad was. We are also allowed by the 
authorities to consult contemporaneous legislation 
upon the same and similar subjects to ascertain the 
true meaning of an act and the intention oi the 
eee tne 2 one eact. We _ find then that,

A corpora- 
tion which elaims by the action of our legislature 
tohave been piaced above and beyond the power 
of all subsequent legislatures should be required 
to sustain iis elaim by the clearest and strongest 
evidenee: and should not be allowed tosetupa 
presumption that the legislature meant to give 
more .han they actnaliy did give This being the 
rule of law in cases like the one under consideration, ° 
Can we give the section the construction claimed by 
complainants without violating the rule that noth- 
ing passes by implication. While itis true that a 
proviso may containa grant, yet that is not the 
oftice of a proviso. 

‘A proviso in deeds or laws is @ limitation or ex- 
ception toagrant made or power conferred; the 
effect of which is to declere that the one shall not 
operate or the other be executed unless in the ease 
provided.”’

Railroads 
are public highways. The public had a right to 
nse all highways, butin thiscaethe public were 
forbidden to use this highway, upon the condition 
that the company would notcharge more than tre 
rates mentioned. 

The only, effect of char ing more than tbe rates 
mentioned in the proviso, would be to render inop 
erative so much of the section as precedes the pro- 
viso. No penalty is attached for charging greater 
rates than those prese ited, nor ceuld any be ex- 
acted for making such eharge. Nor would they by 
doing so place themselves in « position where their 
franchise might be forfeited. Their powers and 
privileses under the other section of the charter, 
woald not beinans manner affected by such action 
on their part. Can it be said that when the legisja- 
ture bave made only a1art of the franchise granted, 
dependan: upon a certain rate being charged, aud 
the franchise being of such character that the re- 
mainder of i can be exercised without reference to 
that part so conditionally granted, that they have, 
therefore, tixed rates thatcan never be subject to 
other legislative action A greater charge than 
those meutioned in the proviso, would not affect 
the company as to their general rights 
under their charter. The onl affect 
wonld be to lose or forfeit their 
exclusive right of transportation. err could still 
nse the road and charge what rates they pleased, 
subject to the regulation of the legisiature or the 
coerts. Jn case they charged more than the rates 
mentioned in the proviso, the legi-lature might, if 
they saw fit. authorize other companies to run their 
trains over the road. This is frequently done in 
England. 

For phe reasons given in this opinion, I refuse to 
grant fhe injuuection prayed for by com lainants.

And 
who knows.but that it will prove the precur- 
sor to diamond fields as profitable as those of 
South Africa? 


THE MAJORITY RULE. 

We must admit that we do not see the’sense 
of this heated discussion over the two-thirds 
rule in the coming convention. We do not 
see room fur doubt as to what the action of 

Let us look at the history of the thing. 
Two years ago the executive committee was 
instructed to submit to the people at their 
primaries the question of the two-thirds or 
majority rule. it was intended by this plan 
to settle this vexed question definitely by 
letting the people order what they wanted. 

Nearly six months ago the executive com- 
mittee stated that it would submit this ques- 
tion to the people. At its last meeting the 
committee did order that the people should 
instruct their delegates as to whether or not 


- the majority rule should be established. 


The people have so instructed. Our table 
of returns shows that 175 delegates are in- 
structed to vote for the major- 
ity rule against 110 instructed for the 
two-thirds, There are 54 votes yet to hear 
from,and 33 uninstructed. It is reasonably sure 
that of the 34 not yet heard from, some, at 
least, are instructed forthe majority. It is 
absolutely certain that of the 33 uninstructed 
many will vote for the majority—for example, 
the six votes of Fulton are solid forthe ma- 
jority. 

Titre are then 175 known to be for the ma- 
jority rnle. This is a majority of the conven- 
tion, and of itself would determine the rule. 
But add the six votes of Fulton, a fair share 
of the counties yet to hear from, and a fair 
share of the uninstructed, and we do not see 
how it is possible for the convention to fail to 
adopt the majority rule. If the delegate 
carry out the instructions of the people, there 
is no doubt about its being done. 

As we have frequently said, Tae Consrirv- 
tion has no preference or this point. Let the 
party make the rule, and we will stand by it. 
Mr. Stephens will be nominated, no matter 
what rule is adopted. 

We simply write in the interests of harmony, 
and inthis interest have stripped away the 
sentimental shams with which certain in- 
flamed persons are trying to invest the two- 
thirds rule. We have shown that itis not ‘‘a 
sacred or time honored’’ usage of the party, 
for only one nomination has been made in 
Georgia since the war under the two-thirds 
rule. We have proved that it is not the un- 
broken usage of the party by showing that 
only four states in the south and not one 
state in the north usesit in state conventions. 
We now show that the people have ordered 
their delegates to vote for it, and that it is 
thus made by popular mandate the rule ot 
the party. If the delegates disregard the in- 
structions of ‘their constituents, we have 
nothing to say. If they carry out the wili of 
their constituents the two-thirds rule is 

doomed. , 


A SUPERB GIFT. 
Senator Joseph E. Brown is nearing the end 


never done anything that will carry his name 
to posterity so gracefully and so surely as the 
magnificent endowment he has just made to 
the State university, and which is described 
in our special from Athens. He has served 
his state honorably, but he has never done 
a greater service than this. He has worn her 
ermine and her toga and occupied her execu- 
tive chair, but in this one act he lifts the man 
above the official, and gilds his name with a 
glory beyond the fame that is held for it in 
the archives of the state. 

It is hard ‘o compass the full effect of this 
gift. Itisafund of $50,000 that is to be in- 
vested in thesecurities. It ought certainly to 
yield $3,500 per annum, which sum is to be 
devoted to paying the board and expenses of 
young fellows who want a college education, 


say that $150 a year is enough to put a student 
through the ten month session.

It 
will be seen that this will add enough to the 
annual income to start twenty-three boys on 
the second four years course. If the first 
twenty boys should pay back the principal 
(assome of them will certainly do), the en- 
dowment would be swelled to $62 000. 

It will thus be seen that the fund will be 
increased, and the annual income enlarged 
as the notes wf the beneficiaries mature and 
are paid. If every young man who gets his 
education under this endowment only pays 
the 4 per cent interest on his notes (and it is 
hard to believe that many would fail to do so, 
weshould have in ten years, provided the 
principal can be invested at 6 per cent, $35,000 
bearing 4 per cent interest added to the fund, 
giving $1,400 additional income. Al{ter 
this it would increase with much 
greater rapidity. In twenty years we might 
see a total of endowment and interest bear- 
ing notes large enough to support one hun- 
dred boysat college. It is our firm convic- 
tion that Senator Brown’s sons will live to see 
more than one hundred students per annum 
supported at the State university by the pro- 
ceeds of their father’s endowment and the 
fund increasing steadily. 

In the name of the people of Georgia—in 
the name of hundreds of poor young fellows 
who will enjoy its benefits—in the name of 
the university and of enlightenment, we thank 
Governor Brown for his princely gift. It bas 
more than balanced the account between 
Georgia and himself even if he had worn all 
the honors she has heaped upon him, so wor- 
thily that his record repaid for his advance- 
ment. By the stroke of his pen in signing 
away this fortune to the vouth of Georgia, he 
has done more’to settle the question of higher 
education in our state than all the laws ever 
passed or all the theories ever formulated.

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ENGLISH TROOPS IN EGYPT. 

Admiral Seymour’s heavy guns fired with 
rapidity and precision from almost impene- 
trable floating iron walls dismantledin a day 
the antiquated defenses of Alexandria,and the 
city lay on the next day at the mercy of the 
fleet, and was soon afterwards occupied by 
blue jackets, who proceeded to invite the peo- 
ple to remain in thecity, and to put an end to 
the burning and looting that followed the 
evacuation of the city by the troops of Arabi 
Bey. Thecity is nowin British hands, and 
English ships now dominate Port Said. No 
English troops have been dispatched beyond 
Malta, but troop ships and railway material 
and mules by the thousands are being accu- 
mulated, and England will soon be ready to 
fight as effectively,in the interior of Egypt as 
she is now ready to do along the coast. 

But will it come to that? This is 
a difficult question to answer. The 
khedive is safe on a Turkish ship, but the 
whereabouts of Arabi Bey, and his condition 
and frame of mind are alike mysterious. No 
one knows outside of Egypt what his inten- 
tions now are. No one in Christian countries 
knows whether the army is still loyal to him 
or not? Whether his cotonels and other 
officers have confidence in his genius, and 
will stand by him? If the army, poorasit is, 
is Saithful to Arabi Bey, even if it was more 
or less de.noralized during the bombardment, 
the war will go on; and some party 
will be compelled to bring Arabi Bey 
to terms of complete submission, simply be- 
cause the issue between him and Europe is too 
distinct and deep for compromise. He sets 
up, In a word, an Egyptian policy that con- 
flicts atalmost every important point with the 
policy of Europe, and one or the other must 
prevail. 

If the war is to go on—if, in other words, 
Arabi Bey refuses to surrender uncondition- 
ally, the result must be his complete over- 
throw. No matter how much he appeals to 
Islam and to Egyptian patriotism, he cannot 
stand up against heavier and better bat- 
talions. If he submits at once, the 
authority of the khedive would be at 
once re-established, and things wonld go un 
as they did before the appearance ot Arabi 
Bey in international politics, except that Eng- 
lish influence would be perhaps strengthened. 
The submission of the popular leader is how- 
ever scarcely probable at this stage of the 
contest, and if he does not yield at once then 
the real question arises, what next? 

Thus far England has undoubtedly acted 
with the consent, expressed or implied, of the 
other powers of Europe. The powers are in 
session at Constantinople considering the sit- 
uation. England has given Turkey assurances 
that her rights as lord paramount shall not 
be disturbed. Turkey has refused to dispatch 
troops to putdown the rebellious Arabi. She 
did, it is true, summons him to Constantinople, 
but when he refused to trust himself in Con- 
stantinople. the intervention of Turkey came 
toanend. England then came in by force of 
circumstances. She saw the Egyptians mount- 
ing guns aimed at her ships, and so she, with 
the massacre of- June fresh in mind and her 
immense interests in Egypt never out of 
mind, opened fire on the great commercial 
city.

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“CARP FOR SOOKING. 


F ISH COMMISSIONER BAIRD'’S OPIN. 
: "| .\N OF THEIR VALUE. 


A Letter to Senator Breck Including Some Veluable 
Ideas ‘rom the Chief Authority on the Subjcet 
ot Carp-The Via er, Growih, Ete—He- 
ceipts for Cocking the Fish. 


Prom the Lovisvill Courer Journal. 
Hon. J, B. Beck, U.. 5. Benate, Washington— 
Dear Sir: Your letter of the 5th instant, in- 
closing the letter of Lieutenant G.vernor J. E 
Cantrell tu Major H. T. Stanton, and Major 
Stanton’s letter to you (both making inqui- 
ries as to the edible qualities of carp), has 
been received. It has nevér been claimed by 
the warmest advocates of the introduction of 
carp that the flesh of this fish was as delicate 
oras palatable as that of some of our very 
rare and choice fishes, such as the Spanish 
mackerel, pompane and other varieties, which 
bring large prices whenever procurable. The 
carp, used ander favorable circumstances, is, 
however, a better fish than*most of our fresh- 
water species, and can certainly be raised at 
much less cost and much more satisfactorily. 
In Germany itis as much or more es‘eemed 
as «the brook trout, and sometimes 
commands a higher price in those 
narkety. Frequent inquiresas to the edible 
qualidies of the carp bave been addressed to 
nie by those proposing to engaye in the cultt- 
vation. Thatl might speak from personal 
experience in response tu these inquiries, I 
have on several occasions had fish taken from 
our breeding ponds and served on the table. 
They were prepared both boiled and _ fried, 
and were pronounced by all who ate them 
very palateable, and mach above the average 
in flavor. The carp is now often found in the 
Washington market, but the flavor of those 
obtained in market is very inferior to thatoi 
those raised in pots, for the reason that they 
are taken from the river mainly at. a point 
where the Seventeenth street sewer discharges 
the sewerage of that portion of the city into 
the river, and the impurities lave ng doubt 
deteriorated the flesh of the fish. 
: THE WATER 
in which the fish is raised 13 as important to 
its flavor as oftentimes the pasturage is to 
beef. It has been often remarked that the 
flesh of fish passing up the Schuylkill river 
becomes strongly tainted with the oil and 
other impurities through which they pass. It 
is quite possible that the carp referred to by 
Colonel Thompson had been raised or kept 
for some time prior to its being eaten, in 
badly tainted water. in whichevent, although 
the fish itself might survive with its life, its 
flesh bad deteriorated in tius manner. ‘There 
is no reason why the carp should have either 
a muddy or. disagreeable odar or taste if 
raised in comparatively pure water. What- 
ever may be the ultimate verdict in the 
United States as to the edible qualities of the 
carp, it must be borne in mind that this spe- 
cies occupies the first place among fishes 
throughout the whole ef Germany, wuere, 
as stated, it ranks as to the price and prefer- 
ence, with the trout, the asual price of the 
species being about twenty-four cents 
per pound, 
A FISH FOR THE PEOPLE. 


As a fish for the multitude, the carp mus - 


be of very great hn portance, trom the fact that 
it will eat any vegetable retuse upon which a 
pig cau be nurtured, and that from the same 
quantity will produce perhaps twice as much 
flesh as a pig will do. There is no mode in 
Which any vegetab'e substance can be more 


completely untilized than in connection with 
the carp; and even #f it be much inferfor, in 
point of edible qualities, to many other kinds, 
1t has an important advantage in this respect. 
It should aiso be borne in mind that:the cul 
tivation of the earp dees not interfere with 
the rearing of other Kinds of fish. The wild 
species, such as bass, perch, pickere!, etc., 
will grow and be caught as well with carp as 
without. But it is very certain that no other 
fish cari be raised on the cheap vegetable food 
of the west excepting the carp. The rivals of 
carp are black bass and trout; the former can 
never be successfully cultivated in small 
bodies of water, such as artificial ponds; while 
the latter requires, in the first place, a tem- 
perature of not above 6) degrees for its health 
ful maintenance, and if raised artificially, 
will consume ten pounds of flesh for each 
pound of increase, 
GROWTH, 

The fish commission hes in its possessio 
sevetal specimens from different parts of th 
eountry, which have increased in the interval 
from April to October of the same year from 
a lengfi of three inches to over twenty, and 
in weight from one ounce to from three to 
five pounds; in some. cases without any 
special feeding; gin oth rs, when supplied 
with pumpkins,” squashes, corn, cabbage 
leaves, ete. This rate of growth can be looked 
upon as nothing short of poligious. If the 
flavor is not approved by tie critic, it is a 
matter entirely within the culinary art to 
control: and there are many receipts in the 
foreign cookery books for. treating the fish so 
as to make it a dish fit fora king. [t is hardly 
possibie that the carp of Kentucky have as yet 
reached the proper size and age to be eaten, 
as the fish is uot very good before it weighs 
four or five pounds, and is seldom marketed 
before it has reached that size. These speci- 
mens which I have tasted have been boiled as 
most fish are, and served with butter sauce; 
but I herewith send you the instructions for 
the preparation of carp as given me by Mrs, 
Isabella Beeton. I trust that a fair trial will 
be given the carp, which I believe to be a 
most valuable fish, before an opinion is 
formed of its edible qualities by the people of 
Kentucky.

Spencer F. barry, Copnmissioner, 
BAKED CARP, 

Ingredients—One carp, forcemeat, bread- 
crumbs, one and one-half ounces butter, one- 
half pint of stock, No. 107, drfe-half vint of 
port wine, six anchovies, two onions sliced, 
ene bay leaf, a faggot of sweet herbs, flour 
to thicken, the juice of one lemon, cayenne 
and salt to taste, teaspoonfal of powdered 


ugar. 
Mode—Stuff the carp with a delicate force- 
meat, after thoroughly cleansing it, and sew 
it up, to prevent the stufting from falling 
out. Rubit over withan egy, and sprinkle 
it with bread-crumbs; Jay itin a deep earth- 
en dish, and drop the butter (viled) over the 
bread-crumbs. Add the stock, onions, bay- 
leaf, herbs, wine and anchovies, and bake for 
one hour. Put one ounce of butter in a stew 
melt it, and dredge in sufficient flour to 
it up; put in the strained liquor from the 
stir frequently, and when it has boilec 
lemon juice and seasoning. Serve 
th® carp on a dish garnished with parsley and 
cut lemon, and the saucé in a boat. 
| STEWED CARP, 
Ingredienjs—One carp, salt, stock No. 107, 
two onions, gix cloves, twelve pepper-corns, 
one blade oPagnace, one-quarter of a pint of 
port wine, the juice of one-half of a lemon, 
cavenne and salt to taste, a faggot of savury 
herbs. ae 
Mode—Scal the fish, clean it nicely, and, 
if very large,tivide it; Jay it in the stew-pan, 
after having rubbed a little salt on it, and put 
in sufficient stock to cover it, add the herbs, 
onions and spices, and stew gently for one 
hour, or rather more, should it be very large. 
Dish up the fish with great care, strain the 
liquor, and add to it the port wine, lemon- 
juice and cayenne; give one boil, pour it over 
the fish and serve. | 
Note—This fish can be boiled plain, and 
seryed with parsley and butter.

In every 
instance they were illy provided with the 
wherewith of life, and reaily were dependent 
upon charity for asupport. But, notwith- 
standing their wantof money and the fact 
that they were in a strange land in the midst 
of strangers whose language was unintelligi- 
ble to them, they, without a known excep 
tion, went to work with a will that soon won 
for them the respect of Atlanta people. 

Since their beginning in Atlanta, they have 
not onty shown a disposition to work, buta 
desire and intent 

TO ACCUMULATE WEALTH. 

One of the number whe reached the city 
with four dollars and twenty five cents bas 
within a year earned tlie means to purchase 
two comfortable houses and lots, the com- 
bined value of which is about $1.300. An- 
other one, William Weiss, who runs a con- 
fectionery store on Broad street, reached At- 
lanta last October without a dozen dollars he 
could call his own. His family was away 
from him, and with a heart buried in their 
mnidst he went to work with a feeling of con- 
fidence in his success which soon crowned 
him with victory. To-day his family 1s with 
him and he is well enough fixed to enjoy life. 

Isadore Blan, a carpenter, another one of 
the number, reached Atlanta in December. 
There were five persons in bis family and each 
one went to work with energy. Now. they 
have a nice home on Fort street, and are still 
toiling six daysin each week. 

AN ARTIST'S LUCK. 

Mr. Robert Pause, an artist, came to this 
city about eight months ago, and by strictat- 
tention to bis business has secured a good 
living. He is, thoroughly acquainted with 
his trade, and although not so much money 
in pocket as Cthers have is on the road to suc- 
ne. 

Hirsch Bino is a tailor at Max Marcus’s on 
Peachtree street. He came to Atlanta nine 
months agy and went to work, He had noth. 
ing at all then. Now he has his house > which, 
however, isa rented place—comfortably fur 
nished, and has a little over two hundred dol- 
lars ahead. In addition to this he has equipp- 
ed an eighteen-year-old son with a peddling 
outfit, and by industriously canvassing the 
county this lad is daily adding to the nest 
egy of wealth which is secreted in the father’s 
house.

John Bartlett, who has a 
wife and two children, has supplied their 
wants, furnished a house and saved nearly 
$500 since October last. L. Grutkorsky has 
been working and sending money to his 
family, who are atthe native home. He has 
a few dollars ahead, and hopes sodn to have 
those he loves best with him.

THE POMOLOGICAL SOCIETY, 


The Meeting Yesterday and What was Done—The 
Fruite that Were on Exhibition. 

The regular meeting of the Pomological 
society was held in the rooms of the depart 
ment of agriculture yesterday. President 
Robinson presided. After the reading of the 
minutes Mr. W. 8. Neal and W. L. Jones, of 
De Kalb county were elected menibers of the 
society. Mr. Robinsou exbibited a seedling 
of the Chinese cling peach which he calls the 
Chinese tree, and which possesses superior 
merit. The peach isof fine size, free stone, 
and very superior flavor, Myer. Bass exhibited 
tour varieties Of grapes well ripened. They 
were fine specimens and named Perkins, 
Hartford, Jones, and Clinton. Mr. Robinson 
exhibited some finély ripened Champions. 
On motion the seedling peach extibited by 
M.. Robinson and originated by him and 
called Chinese Free, was named ‘President 
Robinson.” 

The following varieties of peaches were on 
the tables exhibited mainly by Messrs, 
Robinson; Bass, and Cole Flewellyn: Yellow 
St. Johns, Stump the World, Amelia, 
Susquehanna, Early Crawford, Chinese Cling, 
President Robinson, Vanzants, George Fourth, 
Karly Admirable, Great Eastern, Large Early 
York, and Amelia. The pears exhibited were 
Bartiett, Caldwell, Belle, Lucrative, Tyson, 
Louise, Bon De Jersey, Clopp’s Favorite, 
Howell, and others. 

The following varieties of apples were on 
the tables: Hames’ Seedling. Yellow Horse, 
White Julien, Transcendant Crab, Golden 
Beauty Crab, American Golden Kusset, and 
Family. 

The foilowing plums were exhibited: New- 
man, Green Gage, Imperial Gage and Wild 
Goose. 

Mr. Cole reported that Charles Downing, 
Russell’s Advance, and Sharpiess are stiil 
bearing. Dr. Hape reported that the Wilson 
isalso bearing. Mr. Cole also spoke of the 

seurre Clairyrure pear, which is liable toshed 
its ioliage before the fruit is ripe, as being su- 
perior for preserving for use with cream and 
supar. By this means the fruit is saved for 
use before it begins to rot. 

In response iO an inguirry, Mr. Robinson 
said the Chapion grape, which is a little earlier 
than the Hartford, is a good bearer and, this 
year, free trgm rot, but of very inferior qual- 
ity. On motion of Dr. dape, members of the 
society were requested to preserve specimens 
of fruit for extilbition at the meeting of the 
State Horticultural society at Macon, Ga., 
August Ist, 2d and 3d, the exhibit to be made 
by society collectively, but members may at- 
tach their names to their individual exhibits 
if they so desire. 

The circular of the President of the State 
Horticultural society was read, in which 
it was stated that ‘the Southern 
Express Company had generously 
Offered to transport fruit and vegetables in- 
tended for exhibition free of charge. They 
should be marked to H. J. Peter, for State 
Horticultural society, and the name of the 
grower of the fruit or vegetables plainly 
marked on the package. The Central and 
Southwestern railroads charge full fare for 
members going and one cent per mile return- 
ing, making four cen‘s per mile for the round 
trip. Allof the roads of the state give re- 
duced rates.

One had been taid down on the 
fresh paint und anther way the Lanelest 
thing that could be iotind to sustain the stove 
polish, While tite KiiCueh rauge Was rubbed 
down t9 an Afrrean. gioss. Longfellow tad 
fallen inwo the Washiub, and the covers | 
of jolly Holmes stuck out us 
stiff us a fresh laundered skirt from too 
close proximity to the starch kettle. ‘The 
Innocents Abroad” had apparently been 
foully dealt with by the innocent at home— 
and an innocent, too, that found its nourish- 
nent other than in, the way ordained by na- 
ture. Phe book and the nursing bottle were too 
mach for the young master of the house to 
munege at the same time anda sour smell rose 
from the milky way traced in irregular lines 
across both covers. But the **Innocents”’ was 
not the only sulfererin this respect, for nu- 
merous other volumes gave token they had 
been partakers of the joys and surrows of in- 
fancy. The idea seems to be that a library 
book can be handed regardless of the damage 
that is done.”’ 
HOW BOOK’S COME BACK. 

‘“‘Books come back to me,’’ continued Mr. 
Billups, “bearing all sorts of odors of medi- 
cines. Some doctors use the backs of the 
books for mixing medicines. What tales 
some of the books could tell if they could 
talk. Sad stories could come from the sick 
rooms. Here and there different colored 
spots tell where medicines have dropped as 
trembling hands poured out the disease ar- 
restingdose. The phial, too, has left its mark, 
and little patches on the sometime moist sur 
face of the covers tell where the sleep giving 
powders have been spilled. And all about 
this book the odors of the sick chamber cling 
strong and pervading.’’ 

‘‘And the notes that come in them,” con- 
tinued the librarian. “Il have seen pole 
funny specimens, Stray bitsof paper with 
littke messages on them tell some amusing 
things. For instance, a lady will write anote 
to a neighbor, and she will forget and leave it 
in a library book which, in due season, comes 
backto me. Frequently | get little patches 
of letters half written.” 

“Are many books marked up?” 

“A greatinany. Sometimes [ catch a boy 
in the very act. The other day I saw a boy 
writing ina book, and when | charged him 
with it he blushed and denied it.” 

The reporter took a waik amid the alcoves 
and examined some of the books. They bear 
some quaint and cur.ous inscriptions in pen- 
cil. the readers of the hundreds of buvoks 
that are taken out leave upon the margins 
stray bits of thought that are nearly aiways 
interesting and are never left unread. That 
nian or Wornan has indeed.no curiosity if he 
or she fails to direct special attention to the 
marked passuges of a book. The rules of the 
library are severe on members who mark up 
books, but they do not prevent it from being 
done. Many people may feel as did a pretty 
Georgia girl who wrote, *“To resd a book and 
not be allowed to mark the passages that 
strike my fatey is like being allowed to hold 
a sweet baby in my arms without be- 
ing allowed to kiss it.” Some of the 
books bear very ridiculous expressions of 
opinion while some readers have written 
things that are positively obscene. Librarian 
Dillups bas to keepasharp lookout for such 
as (this. In spite of all his efforts there are 
thousands of marks in the books, The stand- 
ard poets ure marked up more extensively 
than any of the otbers. Byron especially 
seems to have fallen into the hands of a love- 
sick maiden. Lvery page bears the mark of a 
rather poor quality of ink, and all the marked 
passages relate in some way to the tender pas-’ 
sion. For instance: 

HERES A SICK ONE. 

——Oh! Tenvy those whose hearts on hearts 
as faithfully can repose who never felt the 
void—the wandering thought that sighs o'er 
Visions—suchh as mine has wrought. 

The girl who marked up Byrcn’ was in 
the same condition in which the girl was 
who wroteon the margin of a book ‘The 
pangs of love are great, I have been there 
myself.”’ . 

‘The Adventures of Daniel Ellis, the union 
guide,”’ is marked up considerabiy. The ti- 
tle is changed as to read “‘Thriliing lies 
of D—m Ellis, written by a lIving dog.”’ On 
the fly leaf is the following errata: “In this 
book always read Ellis for Bill Parlser, un- 
ion for rebel and vice versa. Also in place of 
‘Thrilling adventures of Daniel Wilis,’ read 
‘Astounding lies of Daniel Ellis.’”’ All over 
the pages the lines are marked out and 
across the leaves are written in many places 
the words ‘‘lies’’ and ‘“‘slanders.”’ The read- 
ers of the book have evidently endeavored 
to “set dovn”’ on the author to the best of 
their ability.”’ 


SU 
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A FOOL'S ERRAND. 

‘‘A Fool’s Errand’ comes in for a share. 
True’ and similar sentiments are written 
opposite such sentences asthis: ‘‘You know 
Colonel, we can’t help thinking that any one 
that comes from the north down “here and 
ussociates with niggers—can’t—well—can’'t be 
of much account at home.”’ 

On the fly-leaf of Uncle Tom’s Cabin is the 
following: ‘“‘This is the greatest argument 
against negro slavery that ever was written, 
and has done more to influence the popular’ 
mind against slavery in abstract, but it 1s not 
applicable to slavery as-it existed in the 
United States.” 

The last lines of *‘A Lost Life’ are added to 
and made to read: ‘‘And then the heart that 
once thrilled under the briefest word from his 
lips came back into the house beating tran- 
quiNy and evenly, and Seville walked away 
through the still, silvery night, and the villian 
stili pursued him!” 

HEART HUNGRY. 

At the end of **Heart Hangry®” is} written: 
“Truly this is the miserablest stuff that was 
ever written. Am certain that it is the trash- 
lest, simplest, foolishest and most disgusting 
book that Lever hadthe misfortune to read.”’ 
A chivalric southerner comes to Mrs, West- 
moreland’s rescue, just beneath the above, 
With this: “Some envious yankee whe could 
not.do half as well.” 

The stories from the German are very popu- 
lar, and bear many peucil marks. In Zanoni 
many beautiful passages aré marked, thus: 
‘‘As he fell his robe brushed the laurel wreath 
and that fell also, near but not in reach of 
the dead man’s nerveless hand. Broken in- 
strument—broken heart—withered  laurel- 
wreath. The setting sun through the vine 
clad lattice streamed on all. So smiles the 
eternal rature on ‘the wrecks of ail that 
makes life glorious! and not a sun that sets 
not somewhere on the silenced music—on the 
faded laurel!"’
